In May of 2017, a committee was convened to analyze the current inventory of fitness equipment across all City
of Columbus fire stations and develop a long-term strategy for replacing aging equipment in a manner that is
efficient, promotes consistency across locations, and supports current best practices in the field of exercise
physiology. This committee consisted of representatives from the Division of Fire, the Public Safety Director’s
Office, and the Department of Finance and Management. This plan was developed and approved by the
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committee to replace aging equipment in existing firehouses and completed in three (3) separate phases. This
purchase will balance the amount of equipment needed in four (4) fire stations that have increased staffing since
the beginning of the replacement project.

Bid information: The Division of Fire, is in need to purchase this standardized commercial fitness/exercise
equipment as specified in this ordinance. The Division of Fire is requesting a Bid Waiver for said commercial
fitness equipment purchases to satisfy the Columbus City Purchasing Code. G&G Fitness Equipment is the sole
distributor for this region for Life Fitness commercial fitness equipment which has been standardized by the Fire
Division, and has provided the equipment in the past two phases of this project; additionally, the manufacturer
has agreed to waive the 6% surcharge on the elliptical equipment that commenced on August 1, 2021.

The total
project cost is approximately $3,775,000.

530103-100061: Arterial Street Rehabilitation - E. Broad Street Widening - This is the first phase of a
major widening project to construct new through and turn lanes of various configurations in the E.Broad Street
corridor from the east side of the I1-270 interchange to the intersection of E. Broad Street and
Reynoldsburg-New Albany Road. This first phase will construct new pavement for the widening and
resurfacing of the existing pavement from the [-270 interchange to Outerbelt Street and will include traffic
signal improvements; addition of a shared use path, sidewalk, street lighting, signal interconnect conduit; and
incidental improvements such as drainage, traffic control, sediment and erosion control, water adjustments, and
maintenance of traffic. The total project cost is approximately $25,076,359.

530103 -100060: Arterial Street Rehabilitation - Cassady Avenue Widening (Bexley Corp to 7th
Av) - Improvements to the Cassady Avenue corridor from the Bexley Corp to 7th Avenue. The project
includes improvements to E. Sth Avenue at the intersection with Cassady Avenue, and intersection
improvements at 5th are anticipated to extend a total of 1100 feet. Improvements at other side streets are
assumed to be limited to intersection improvements only. Cassady Avenue is planned to be widened to a 3-lane
section and reconstructed as a complete street with pedestrian and bikeway facilities, lighting, curb and gutter,
water line improvements, and closed drainage. The project will also replace the existing rail crossing, and
construct a new storm water basin. The total project cost is approximately $13,444,929.

If this annexation contains existing signalized intersections, those intersections and signals
are subject to Transportation Division Policy, which appeared in the December 6, 2003 Columbus City Bulletin,
and any subsequent updates thereto.

Water: The site will be served by an existing 16” water main located in Winchester Pike Road or a 16” water
main in Brice Road, the connection to which will be made the owner’s expense.

Sanitary: This site can be served by an existing 36 inch sewer situated within an easement and on the subject
parcel.

This initiative
works to implement sustainable community based wellness programs that improve the lives of adolescents;
identify health conditions and environmental factors that are associated with barriers to wellness, and aid in
improving the social determinants of health and wellness as it relates to LGBTQIA+ youth and young adults.

This legislation authorizes the Director of Public Utilities to apply for and accept an Ohio 319 Grant to fund the
Walhalla Ravine Stream Restoration project, CIP 650870-110167. The Walhalla ravine stream restoration is part
of Blueprint Clintonville 3, more specifically, the Blueprint Tulane/Findley Integrated Solution project. The
project will stabilize the banks of the Walhalla Ravine and reduce bank erosion and suspended sediment load. It
is estimated to provide a 15.4% total suspended solids (TSS) reduction towards the total of 20% goal. The
project will also restore 600 feet of the Walhalla Ravine with natural channel design and stabilize Walhalla Rd
where applicable.

In 1987 the federal Clean Water Act amendments created a national program to control nonpoint source
pollution, established under Section 319 of the Clean Water Act (33 U.S.C 1329). Ohio EPA is the designated
water quality agency responsible for administering the Ohio 319 program. Since 1990, Ohio EPA has annually
applied for, received, and distributed Section 319 grant funds to correct NPS caused water quality impairment to
Ohio’s surface water resources. Section 319(h) implementation grant funding is targeted to Ohio waters where
NPS pollution is a significant cause of aquatic life use impairments. The cornerstone of Ohio’s 319 program is
working with watershed groups and others who are implementing locally developed watershed management
plans and restoring surface waters impaired by NPS pollution.

The application deadline for the Ohio 319 Grant is July 6, 2022. The Department plans to request up to $410,000
in grant money to fund the natural channel portion of the construction, and provide matching funds of $250,000.
The remaining project cost will be funded through the Ohio EPA WPCLF Program. The total estimated cost of
construction for the project is $1,500,000.00

FISCAL IMPACT: The city plans to provide $250,000 in matching funds for the grant and request approval to

enter into the grant agreement, if awarded, and provide the appropriation and expenditure of said grant and

matching funds, in a subsequent ordinance.

Grant by the deadline of July 6, 2022.
